Minutes of Meeting June 12th! Fifth Fortnightly Crop Report 


Issued by Dept. of Agriculture, 
June 26, 1926 


Since last report, great im 
provement has been brought 
uibout in the crop conditions io 
the southern districts by rains 
which in most of these districts 
were quite heavy, and were 
yeneral over the entire south in 
varying degree. Though these 
rains came somewhat too late 
to bring about’ a complete re- 
covery of the crop which had 
already suffered from high 
winds and lack of moisture, 
the Jurge percentage of grain 
acreage in the south, now gives 
promise of a good. average 
crop, There is uneven germin- 
ation over a‘large7 arena due to 
activities of the cutworms and 
to dry conditions, but tbe situa. 
tion cp the whole,n the south. 
ern districts, is much more pro- 
mising than a fortnight ago, 
with the summerfallow crops 
avd Jate sown grain looking 
well. 3 

Throughout the Central and 
Northern parts the crop ont: 
look is very satisfactory. There 
has been sufficient moisture at. 
all tunes and although the wea- 
ther hus been somewhat cool, 
the crop is a splendid color and 
4vell advanced for this time of 
the year 

Speaking generally, the wheat 
crop is coming into shot blade, 
with the early grain in southern 
districts heading out, The pro- 
spects are for an early harvest, 

Prospects in the dairying in- 
dustry are reported to be bri 
ghter than last year, with pro- 
mnise of increased production, 

Alfalfa euttloy is in progress 
in the south, with a good crop 
being taken off,

The net earnirgs of the Canadian National last year were nearly double 
tnose of 1924, being $22,264.114 as compared with $17,244,251, This substan- 
tial bottcrment was brought about in two ways, by an increase of nearly ten 
liillion dollars in operating revenues, and a decrease of over five and one- 
nal! mi'lions in operating expenses. Net earnings in 1925 were twelve times 
What they were in 1922, 

Supplementing this annual statement for 1925, Mr. Dunning was able to in- 
form Parliament that for the first four months of 1926, net earnings of the 
Canadian National amounted to $9,689,217, a record for any similar period 
in the history of the amalgamated system, and the Minister was therefore 
in the happy position of being able to say that “given a reasonably good \har- 
vest and freedom from traffic losses due to labor difficulties it may be pos- 
sible for the Nativnai Railways to pay this year their entire interest charges 
cue the public.”

If the expectations of Sir Henry and Mr, Dunning are reatized this year— | 


and present indications are that they will be—then further taxation relief may 
be looked for, or, as an alternative, a start made in the direction of reducing 
the enormous war debt which the Dominion now has to carry. Kither step, 
of course, would mean a further reductin in the financial burden and. obliga- 
tions of the Canadian people. 

Finally, it is a matter of particular national gratification that this steady 
and even rapid improvement in the Canadian National has been brought 
about without doing any injury whatever to Canada’s other great national 
railway, the Canadian Pacifie. The C.P.R, also reported a very successful 
year in 1925, far better than was expected during the earlier months of that 
year, and thus far in 1926 it continues to further improve and strengthen its 
position.

CRISIS IN EGYPT | 
IS THE CAUSE OF 
GRAVE CONCERN 


London.—With a ministerial crisis 
pending in Egypt and having in mind 
the acquittal of the alleged assassins 


-of Sir Lee Stack, British Sirdar of the 


Egyptian army in 1924, Great Brftain 
has informed the Egyptian Govern- 
ment that it reserves ‘complete lib- | 
erty of action.” i | 

The British Government is backing | 
up this notification with the dispatch 
to Alexandria of a warship from Malta, 
denominating this, however, as merely 
a precautionary measure for the pro- 
tection of Brilish and foreign interests. 

The most important question at is- 
sue is the Egyptian premiership, which 
recent reports asserted was likely to 
be taken over by Zagloul Pasha, lead- 
er of the Nationalist party, whose par- 
tisans in the late elections carried a 
majority of the seats in the assembly. 

Zagloul Pasha is not acceptable to 
the British Government, but the ten- 
sion has been relieved by late advices 
that Zagloul has, willingly or unwill- 
ingly, withdrawn his candidacy and 
that the new premier is likely to be 


Adly Yeghen Pasha, constitutional , 
Liberal. 

The cabinet, under Ziwar Pasha,

Plant Lice 


Plants Infested Should Be Sprayed 
With a Contact Insecticide 

Cabbage, turnips and other veget- 
able crops, as Well as many plants In 
the flower gardens, are often seriously 
injured by plant lice or aphids. There 
are many different’ kinds of these 
|plant lice in Canada. Some are green, 
other dark colored, and some red. They 
are all sucking insects and live solely 
on the juice. which they extract from 
their host plants. Some kinds feed 
on the under side of the foliage, others 
cluster on the stems of plants, and 
others agaln are found attacking the 
roots. Plants should be examined at 
}frequent intervals and when the In- 
sects are first noticed they should be 
}sprayed with a contact insecticide 
|such as kerosene emulsion, whale of! 
soap, or a tobacco preparation. Trade 
preparations of nicotine are sold by alt 
seedsmen, Whale oll soap is used 
at the rate of ene pound to four gal- 
lons of warm water for black aphids,

; ones. 


To make kerosene emulsion, 
use two gallons of kerosene to one 


soap. Heat the water and dissolve 
the soap in it, then pour in the kero- 
sene, churning violently until a thick 
creamy emulsion Js produced.

A giant aeroplane, multi-motored, 
and providing sleeping accommoda- 
tions for thirty-five to forty passen- 
gers, is now under construction from 
designs of Anthony H. G, Fokker, 
|Dutch aeroplane designer and builder, 
it was learned on the return of Mr. 
|Fokker to New York recently. 

Much secrecy has surrounded the 
jconstruction of this, latest type of 
aeroplane, but it is known that the pre- 
lHminary work on it has been carried 
on at the Fokker factory in Amster- 
dam, Holland. The machine is @e- 
signed primarily for flying in America, 
and may be used to inaugurate a 
transcontinental passenger service be: | 
tween New York and San Francisco. 

The fuselage of the plane, according | 
to the present design, is built in two)

It is sald that with pebbles and bread 
crumbs he worked out complicated and 
elaborate arithmetical problems be- 
fore he even knew the figures by sight.

Quite a startling statement 
when one recalls him as one of the 
chiefest autoritles on mathematics in 


|the nineteenth century. 


Ampre’s most important contribu- 
tions to sclence were the establish- 
ment of the relations between electri- 
city and magnetism and the develop- 
ment of the science of electro-magnet- 
ism, which followed. He wrote many 
interesting works on other subjects. 
Among them was a short treatise on 
gambling. In this he applied the 
theorles of mathematics to prove that 
the odds were against the man who 
engaged in gambling habitually. 


Celtic Calendar Deciphered 


Months Spent in Reproducing Frag- 
ments Found Years Ago 

The Celtic calendar composed of 
200 bronze fragments discovered some 
years ago at Coligny in the Ain De- 
partment of France have at last been 
deciphered by French scientists.
